Sheriff Hall secured a poas< 
of deputiee and started after the bandit. 
Sheriff Scott, of Fresno, arid his dejluty, 
Bapelje, also reoelved word by anothei 

Bapeljt claims he was on the front 
porch when Hall and posse entered «y 
a back door, the latter being piloted 
upstairs by young Perktna, and bo 
light left on the lower floor. HaD 
made the arrest Evans was tying on a 
cot, his head and arms bandaged, a 
forlorn- looking individual. He Was ten- 
able to make resistance if be bad de- 
sired to. He was immediately bundled 
Into a spring wagon and started for 
town, Sheriff HaU riding along with 
the driver. The arrest was made abWrt 
1 o'clock. They wvre four hours reach- 
ing Visalla. 

When Hall walked into the room 
where Evans was he said: "You're my 
prisoner, Chris," and he answered: "All 
right, Billy."

The reviewing stand was a block in 
leaffth. constructed of pine material, 
and arranged so as to have sis rows of 
seats.

The cheers of the ladies for the Shrin- 
era as they rounded Thirteenth street 
westward toward Music hall, were sud- 
denly changed into frantic cries.
